The feeling prevailed at the city hall 
that if the bills are signed by Gov. 
Small the next three or four years will 
see an unparalleled boom in public 
improvements. For the first time, it 
was said, city officialdom can spend 
about all the money it pleases. © 

“It looks as if our troubles are over,” 

said ; John Clark of the coun- 
cil finance committee. ‘“ We can sell 
. $40,000,000 worth of bonds immediate-

‘ Boosts City’s Bonding Limit. 
_ Under the key. bill, increasing tax 
assessments from one-half to full 
value, the city’s bonding limit is 
boosted $94,000,000. The corporate 
fund is cared for by a bill hoisting its 
tax rate 40 cents from $1.85 to $2.25. 
Technically, Ald. Clark explained, the 
rate will be but $1.12%, being halved 
by a supplemental bill in conformity 
with the doubled tax values. .

CAEN, France, July 1.—Commander 
Byrd, Bert Acosta, Lieut. Noville and 
Lieut. Balchen are sleeping here to- 
night as the guests of the municipal- 
ity of this ancient city. Twenty miles 
away, on the beach near the little 
fishing village of Ver-sur-Mer rests 
their airplane, the America, in which# 
they crossed the Atlantic, crippled but 
not dead. In the morning the aviators 
‘will go to Paris. | 

It is a miracle they are herr. A 
few séconds before they came down 
in the sea 200 yards from shore they 
did not expect to be in Caen tonight. 
They expected to be dead tonight. 
Their nerves strained by the awful 
ordeal of passing five deathly hours 
of agony as prisoners of the darkness 
above the land of France, but calm 
withal, they had resigned themselves 
to die when there came the inevitable 
crash they figured fate had dealt them

£ Stare Death in Face; Smile. 

In his story dictated for the New 
York Times and CuIcaco TRIBUNE to- 
night Commander Byrd purposely did 
his best to omit the dramatic plight 
from his recital of the queérest and 
toughest fate which ever befell suc- 
cessful airmen. But after dinner, to- 
night in the prefecture—their second 
meal in three days—the airmen bared 
their souls ‘and let it be known that 
they had stared death in the face— 
and smiled. 

When with the gasoline running low, 
with no possibility of keeping in‘ the 
air until daylight should rescue them 
from the terrible uncertainty, Com- 


mander Byrd saw one lone chance of | 


landing in the sea or facing the inevi- 
table crash on land. 

He crawled back into the fuselage 
where Noville lay stretched out, ut- 
terly worn’out.

Employment of the gambusia min-| 


mow as an ally in the effort for mos- 
quito abatement in the Chicago area 
has been made a practical step in the 
campaign. The minute and voracious 
fish, which has a naturally ravenous 
appetite for mosquito larvae and 
which can penetrate the shallowest 
shore water in his rapacious quest, is 
now available for persons in this area 
who desire to plant them in their pri- 
‘wate lakes, ponds, fountain basis, 
swimming pools, watering reservoirs 
and the like. ‘ 
Since the successful experiments 
made by Emil C. Wetten at his Bar- 
rington farm during the past two win- 
‘ters, establishing the fact that the 
little fish can live and thrive through 
‘Chicago winters, much interest has de- 
‘veloped among those who maintain or- 
namental lakes and pools and who at 
the same time are anxious to abate 
the osquitoes which utilize such 
water spaces for breeding purposes. 
Fifty to Clear Acre. 


from a southern fish hatchery, plant- 


ings are in units of 100, and the Gor- 


gas Memorial institute’s research indi- 
cates that 50 of the minnows to an 
acre of water surface will result in 
complete destruction ef mosquito lar- 


‘vae over that area. 


The gambusia minnow averages in 
length from one inch to an inch and 
a half, and ite vertical diameter is 
‘a very small fraction of an inch. As 
a result this minnow may 
_the shores in extremely shallow water. 
‘The female mosquito, it is known, de- 
posits her eggs upon the water, either 
just inside the edge of the shore line 
or near some protecting vegetation a 
little further out. To destroy the re- 
sulting larvae, the destroyer must be 
able to navigate into the water which 
floats the eggs that turn into larvae. 


Gold Fish Ran Aground. 
“Gold fish are good in some places,” 


« Arthur Stringer, associate director of 


Gorgas institute, said, “and some 


_ ether minnows are eager for larvae 
’ as food, but owing to their size they 


cannot penetrate the shallowest wat- 
ers where, of course, the mosquito 
deposits most of its eggs. 

“The gambusia prefers mosquito 
larvae to any other food. They will 
devour fully developed wiggiers, which 
are half as long as themsdives. They 
will pass by other animal and vege- 
table matter, easier to seize, for a 
ptize meal of mosquito larvae. 

“In the past it has been accepted 
that the gambusia will not stand our 
winters. Mr. Wetten’s experience, we 
believe, indicates that with some care 
the gambusia can be perpetuated here. 
Their pregence will account for an im- 
portant number of mosquitoes in the 


general campaign. We recomménd 


that all those who maintain these 

lakes and péols arrange to plant a 

colony in them. 
Can Natural Foes. 

“If the mbusia can live through 
the winter here, it is destined to be- 
come a permanent inhabitant of neigh- 
boring waters, for it is not a prey to 


_ larger cannabilistic fish, as it can take 


to such shallow depths that its pur- 


guers cannot follow. 


“ Observation has shown that these 
minnows are incessant in their pur- 
suit of mosquito larvae, day and night, 
as long as any remains. Once put 
in motion, this natural enemy of the 
mosquito continues to work at abate 
ment until the abaternent is complete 
in the scope of his activity.” | 

Progress has been reported from 
several scattered units of mosquito 
abatement workers in the suburbs, 
netably along the north shore, where

But if any one thinks that explora- 
tion of the South American jungles 
has any of the qualities of a de luxe 
voyage across the Atlantic a few 
pages of “Jungle Paths and Inca 
Ruins” will speedily disillusion him. 
Terrors of whirlpools and rapids and 
torrents [which killed 
party], hostile if not bitterly violent 
Indiags, insects, snakes, food that con- 
sisted at times of ants and monkeys 
and drink that was made of chewed 
up grain [thoroughly mixed with sa 
liva] and taboos so powerful that they 
brought with them death to the care- 
less one, they were all only a part of 
each day's work for the expedition. 

They even had to chart their own 
The existing maps of the 
region are absolutely useless, and Dr. 
McGovern added to his anthropologi- 
cal and ethnological investigations the 
constant soundings and geographical 
takings which made it possible for him 
to chart the rivers and streams and 
lands he visited. He also collected 
specimens of the fauna of the country, 
and he had to learn, just he was 
leaving London, how to s 
animals, for his party consisted of 
himself and a photographer only. 


He was chiefly interested in human 

beings, however, and one of the most

have been—though he doesn’t list it 
as one’ of them—the faces of the 
natives as he was using his calipers 
on them. He discovered that one of 
his paddlers belonged anthropologically 
to another—and a subservient—tribe, 
caused much wonder in the 
y telling him so, for he was an 
illegitimate son of a slave and he had 
chosen the race of the master father 
and had always got away with it until 
the discovery that his head measured 
up to the standards of his mother’s 


. MeGovern was the first white 
man ever to be initiated into the sol- 
emn religious rites of the Indians of 
one tribe. He describes the rites 
as much in detail as possible. They. 
were participated in only by the men 
in all cases. He describes the life 
of the people among whom he spent 
so much time, a communal and sim- 
ple one with, he declares, monogamy 
always as a rule except in the cases 
when for special reasons a chief will 
take extra wives with whom he, how- 
ever, rarely lives. One of the most 
inflexible rules of the jungle Indians 
is that members of the same tribe 
can never intersi:::ry. Dr. McGovern 
says that thus a diversity of lan- 
guages is used it. every community— 
a chief often taking extra wives to 
augment his group of interpreters. 

Such a book is a boon to those of 
us who have to dig and hack out 
ways through the jungles of State 
and Madison +’: cets and fight the na- 
tives of Michigan boulevard.
